Narberth and Berwyn 

Play for League Title 

Narberth's baseball team will 
culminate a sensational spurt 
from cellar to roof-top of the 
Main Line Baseball League this 
Saturday, when it plays, at 3:15 
P. M. on the borough play- 
ground, a deciding game for the 
championship of the first half of 
the league pennant race. It is 
expected that the contest will be 
witnessed by the largest crowd 
of the year, from all points of 
the Main Line. The game will 
not be played in Villanova as 
announced in the Sunday papers. 

The opponent is Berwyn, 
which is tied with Narberth for 
first place, each team having won 
four games and lost three. 

In rising to first place, Nar- 
berth staged a remarkable rec- 
ord. Early in the season it was 
at the bottom of the league. 
Since then it defeated Media, 
Paoli and Brookline once each 
and Berwyn twice — for five 
straight conquests. 

Narberth won the league 
championship last season. This 
Saturday's game will determine 
the borough nine's chances for 
another conquest this year.

Rotary Speaker Tells of 

Business Racketeers 



How honest business men are 
robbed of many millions of dollars 
each year through the operation of a 
multitude of rackets was shown Tues- 
day by George W. Connor, of the 
Better Business Bureau of Philadel- 
phia. Mr. Connor spoke as guest of 
the Bala-Cvnwyd-Narberth Rotary 
Club. 

"Read before you sign, and before 
you invest — investigate," Mr. Connor 
warned, and then followed the state- 
ment with a large number of examples 
showing the methods of business 
racketeers. 

Some of the high points of the work 
of the Better Business Bureaus, of 
which there are fifty-three in large 
cities, were shown in campaigns to 
restrict dishonest advertising, to con- 
trol such stunts as the "stolen fur" 
game and the "free lot" racket, and to 
block the picture enlarging enterprise. 

A warning on the stolen fur, or 
smuggled fur scheme was broadcast by 
the bureau two weeks ago. Hundreds 
of people were shown to have been 
victimized by the spurious sailor who 
shows a worthless fur, claiming it to 
be a valuable piece smuggled in.

The Brynwood Manor Swimming 
Pool on Montgomery Avenue, Nar- 
berth, has again become the focal point 
of a community disturbance. It is a 
neighborhood nuisance, according to 
many residents of the vicinity and is 
also being conducted in violation of 
the Borough's zoning ordinance. 

When the pool was first projected, 
the organizers were given a permit by 
the Borough with the understanding 
that it be used only by guests of the 
Brynwood Manor Inn and residents 
of the cottages on the tract. Now with 
the Inn and many of the cottages va- 
cant, it is being conducted as a swim- 
ming club in a purely commercial man- 
ner. 

"It will be attacked first," Burgess 
Frye said, "as a proposition in viola- 
tion of the Zoning Ordinance. It is 
on the south side of Montgomery Pike 
in a strictly residential section. If we 
are unable to get anywhere by that 
approach, there are any number of 
neighbors who are ready to swear that 
it constitutes a nuisance." 

A hearing on the case was held at 
Elm Hall, Narberth, last night. The 
property is now owned by the Bryn 
Mawr Trust Company. Bud Rudolph 
is the manager of the pool. 

Last year application was made for 
a building permit to erect a bath house 
adjacent to the pool. A temporary 
permit, calling for a wooden structure 
to be' demolished in the early fall was 
granted by the Borough Council. Re- 
cently the pool backers applied for a 
permit to put up a masonry bath house 
on the property which was refused by 
the Building Inspector.

MOTOR TRIP 

Prepared by the 
Keystone Automobile Club 

Two well-paved main trunk high- 
ways that were once narrow muddy In- 
dian trails carry thousands of travelers 
annually through the attractive scenic 
regions on cither hank of the beautiful 
blue St. Lawrence River and into that 
vacation paradise known as the Thou- 
sand Islands. To this delightful re- 
gion the Keystone Automobile Club 
has mapped a most interesting motor 
journey for vacationists. 

"Historically this section teems 
with interest while scenically it has 
been lavishly endowed and remains un- 
spoiled in its natural charm," says 
Joseph Murphy, manager of the Ard- 
more branch of the club. "The name, 
'Thousands Islands,' is no misnomer. 
By actual count there are 1692 islands 
in the St. Lawrence between Lake On- 
tario and the 'Narrows,' fifty miles be- 
low. Scattered in picturesque profu- 
sion, irregular in shape and size, they 
divide the crystal waters into a maze of 
channels." 

From Ardmore the tour leads | 
through Norristown and Center ! 
S(|uare to Montgomery ville where na- 1 
tional route 309 is met and followed ! 
northward through Allentown, Lehigh- j 
ton, Hazlelon and Wilkes-Barre to : 
Scranton. Here national route 11 is 
used through highly scenic regions of 
northern Pennsylvania to Binghamton, 
X. Y. Northward this highway car- 
ries the travelers through Courtland 
and skirting the edge of the famous 
Finger Lake region passes through 
Syracuse to Watertown. From here 
State route 12 leads to Clayton on the 
banks of the St. Lawrence River. 

This delightful resort in the heart of 
the Thousand Islands is known as the 
"Venice of America," for twelve miles 
above and forty miles below Clayton 
stretch the Thousand Islands, present- 
ing scenes of great beauty and lasting 
charm. Northward along the banks of 
the St. Lawrence State route 3 leads 
to Alexandria Hay. Within a radius of 
ten miles of this delightful resort are 
located two-thirds of all the Thousand 
Islands. Swift little motor boats, so 
numerous and indispensable here, 
transport the tourists through winding 
waterways and into scenic fairylands. 
Alexandria Ray is a niecca for lovers 
of water sports. Here are held impor- 
tant regattas and during the boat races 
the St. Lawrence region dons her most 
colorful array. 

Through Redwood and Hammond 
State route 3 leads to Morristown. 
From here a delightful side trip can 
be made to the ISlack Lake section. 
From Morristown the highway winds 
along the river bank to Ogdensburg, 
near (he rapids in the St. Lawrence 
River. Northward State route 3 leads 
through picturesque natural scenic re- 
gions to Massena on the American 
side. From Ogdensburg the tourists 
can cross the river to Prescott on the 
Canadian shore. At the east end of the 
town is Fort Wellington, built during 
the War of 1812 and still in a remark- 
able state of preservation. Its museum 
is well worth a visit. 

Northward from Prescott the Do- 
minion Highway route 2 leads to Mon- 
treal. Southward the same highway 
carries the travelers homeward along 
the Canadian side of the St. Lawrence. 
Ten miles southward lies Hrockville, 
from which the famous Three Sisters 
| Islands can be visited. This town is 
i also the pivot point for a side trip to 
the beautiful Rideau Lakes. Charles- 
ton Lake, twenty miles from Brock- 
ville, is also a delightful scenic motor 
run. Below this point the travelers 
will find several sections where the 
river can be recrossed to either Alex- 
andria Bay or Clayton and the return 
journey can be started back to Water- 
town.

AN ENDLESS chain conveyor, 
three and a half to four miles 
k long, said to be the longest in 
the world, has just been completed at 
the Rouge Plant of the Ford Motor 
Company at Dearborn, Michigan. On 
it parts of Ford cars in the proce: = 
of manufacture are transported from 
one building to another and completed 
parts are carried direct to railroad 
cars for shipment to branch assembly 
plants. 

The conveyor, which carries its 
cargo on suspended hooks, has a daily 
capacity for 300.000 parts weighias 
over 2,000,000 pounds. It supplants 
freight cars and trucks which nave 
been used for the transfer of nnwiy 
parts from one point to another in the 
Ford plant. 

This longest conveyor of them all is 
a development of the Ford policy l hat 
nothing should be done by manual 
labor that could better be done l>y 
machine. 

In the early days of his manulnciur 
lng career, Mr. Ford devised the as 



seinbly line — a moving track on which 
cars in the process of assembly went 
to the workmen instead of the work- 
men carrying parts to the car. The 
assembly line, perfected in many ways, 
is now used by automobile manufac- 
turers generally 

The value of the conveyor In reduc- 
ing physical labor, in saving time, in 
preserving system and in cutting oosts 
soon became apparent and its use was 
extended to other purposes about the 
plant Now there are literally miles of 
conveyors of various types in the Ford 
plant. Some of them carry parts from 
one building to another and are care 
fully synchronized so that the parts 
arrive at precisely the right momenl 
and in the exact spot where they are 
nc;-!p-(l. Others transport red hot in 
ro;s of steel weighing nearly a ton 
each Still others move outgoing ship 
incuts. 

If it were not lor the conveyors, ac- 
cording to ofiicials of the Ford Com- 
pany, mass production would not be 
I possible on its present scale.

SEASON'S BIGGEST SCORE

Joe McKee, Narbcrth's latest acqui- 
sition to her pitching corps, was at the 
peak of form in last Wednesday's 
nightcap when he bettered his own 
hurling record of nine strikeouts, by 
raising the mark to twelve, as the Nar- 
berth Club continued to trek on in its 
rampant fashion against the Media A.

Ties For Fitst Place With Berwyn

Those faithful boys of the Narberth 
Ball Club have never yet disappointed 
the equally faithful baseball fans of the 
Borough.

Editor, "Our Town": 

Before leaving Narberth as a resi- 
dent I should like to draw attention of 
its kindly people to something they 
may not have noticed, that I hope will 
give them pleasure as it has me. 

There is a working horse here go- 
ing its rounds in the streets day after 
day, in heat or cold, rain or shine, that 
is so well cared for, treated with such 
kindly intelligence, that it is a pleasure 
to watch it. I do not know the name 
of either horse or driver, though I am 
sure both have names! 

The first time I saw it was a very 
hot day when other horses of that class 
were panting with heat, many with 
check so tight there could be no re- 
lief by change of position of head or 
neck. 1 had just seen one milk horse 
roughly yanked about by the poor sen- 
sitive mouth. Turning away, it was a 
pleasant surprise to see a perfectly 
comfortable, happy-loking horse at- 
tached to a Bond Bread wagon, being 
turned about by the driver, by quietly 
laying his hand on one flank. The 
horse understood at once. I watched 
it as the man got out and went from 
house to house, turning slightly and 
motioning the horse. It crossed the 
street there, or followed here, evidently 
both horse and driver enjoying the 
pleasant understanding between them. 
Another time, I happened to pass 
and saw a support taken from the 
wagon for the feed hag. This time it 
was cold, and other horses were chilled 
from having been over-hurried, and 
then left without protection in the 
wind. This one showed no sign of 
discomfort, was watching happily as 
the bag was adjusted to the right 
height, then buried its nose in it while 
the man, having thrown a rug over it, 
patted its neck before he walked away. 
When that horse reaches the Judg- 
ment Seat, its evidence will not be 
against "Man." I am glad there will 
be one, and I am glad it is having its 
life in Narberth — a town I, too, have 
found kind.

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Wheat Crop of Penshurst Farm, Gathered This 

Week, to Be Consumed by Prize Ayrshires 



Threshing commenced Monday and 
is expected to be finished by the end 
of this week at Penshurst Farm. If 
this item appeared in a rural news- 
paper, it would occasion only slight 
interest. But in this section, well, read 
on ... . 

Along State Road, in Penn Valley, 
Lower Merion, sixty acres of wheat 
are being threshed by a tractor, thresh- 
ing machine and fifteen men. Dr. E. 



S. Dcublcr, superintendent of the farm, 
expects a crop of about 1200 bushels. 
And because wheat prices are at their 
lowest in years, he expects to feed the 
wheat to the cattle on the farm, in- 
stead of selling the flour. 

There are 300 head of registered 
Ayrshire cattle on the farm — one of 
the finest herds in the United States. 
Their milk goes to Bryn Mawr Hos- 
pital and other institutions and dealers 



in this part of the country. And it is 
sold through the Scott- I'owell Dairy. 

The wheat harvested this year is 
part of a rotation of crops required to 
keep the soil of the sixty-acre farm at 
its best. Last year corn was planted 
Next year alfalfa, and the following, 
corn again. 

The farm, one of the finest in Penn- 
sylvania, and certainly the largest on 
or near the Main Line, is not far from 
our well built up suburban communi- 
ties of Bala-Cynwyd and Narberth. It 
has been known as Penshurst Farms 
for thirty years, and is survivor of 
the many in this section which were 



in existence over a hundred years ago. 
The owner, Pcrcival Roberts, Jr., 
inherited the farm from his father, who 
purchased it about half a century ago. 
The original holdings have been en- 
larged, and it is renowned under the 
management of Mr. Roberts and Dr. 
Deubler as being one of the most mod- 
ern and well-run farms in this country.
